ftrect, tut being purſued and quickly taken 
he was Commutred to A'eveare, andtryes at 
t!;e precedent Selſions inthe Old Bayly for the 
I'clony and Robery, and there according to 
Law, upon plain Proot Convitted and Sen- 
tenc:dio dye, whea being returned to the 
lace from whence he came in ordcr to his 
Exccution ; he began tobe wonderfully ſen- 
lible ot his approaching Fate, confeſſing him- 
{elt to te a Notorious Sinner, guiltleſs of few 
known Crimes bur elpecially of Sabbath 
t reaking, Searing and Debauchery, pro- 
Phaning thc Name of his Maker, and adhere- 
ing to Leud Company, trequenting Gaming 


pture pro- 
nounces, 1 he Erd of thiſe Th:n2s are Death , 
which now tho” late he was too ſaddly to Ex- 
perience by being cut off in the Dawn of his 
Life, not exceeding as he ſaid 20 Years of 
Age,? ſoearly had the Tempter drawn him a. 
way. to tread the Paths of Deſolation. 

As for his Education he confeſſed it was 
but mean, nor ever was he put to any Em- 
pl yment whereby to ſubliſt: The place+ot his 
Birth was St. Martis in the lields, Born he 
was of Laborious Parents, but diſpiling their 
InſtruQtions, he waded by degrees in the 1a- 
bariath of Sin tift he wes retreating : 
As for the Fat for which he was Conademn- 
cd he confeſſed it, and wiſhed his - Example 
might be a hindrance toother Youths from 
raking the like unlawful Courſes: He de- 
ſired the prayers of all,and ſo continued more 
ns more ſenſible of his Approaching Deſo- 
utzon, ;

end for beingof a rambling diſpoſirion;he letr 
his Parents and came to London,where being 
neceſſicated for what was con\ cnient for his 
Support and Vaintenance, he by the help of 
Friends got to be a Foot-man in a Merchants 
Houſe in Fanchurch-ſtreet, 2nd having oppor- 
tunity often to be abro:d, he fell into the 
Company of John Maiden and one Watſon, 
with d:vers other Notorious Thieves who 1n- 
vegled him to Rob thoſe he lived with ; but 
he witaſtdod many Temptations, yet in the 
end was over come, and being tor his Mil 
behaviour turned out of place ; he fell into 
many Debaucheries, yet being well allied, 
and deſcended of good Parentage ; he was 
Pg to wait upoa a Perſon of Honour , 

ut ha. ing been in and about Loan tor the 
ſpace uf 3 years, he had hardned himlelf in 
the ways of wickedne's and:o ſuppl; Mimſelt 
with Mon) :c ſuppor: his Vices lc 11. com- 
mit:ed, the Fatt ior whicl: he was .o lufcr. 
The place ot tus Birth he ſaid was in St 
Mar;es, a Town in Cornwal where and 
ncar unto it he had conſiderable Rela- 
tions living, whom he had ſo far dilobliged 
that he could not expett they ſhould inter- 
ceed for Mercy on his behalf, therefore he 
would caſt himſelf at the Footſtool of Goas 
Mercy, hoping he would SanQtifie this Affli- 
Qtion to him, and make it a means to bring 
him home to Himſelf, to whole Wil alone be 
ſubmitred. 

Third, Edward Gardener, and David Ou- 
tenleck, were Sentenced to Dye with thoſe 
I have mentioned, for ſetting, upon one / ho- 
was Boynton in the High way near Pad'n 
ron, on the 19th of Pebruary liſt, and R 
bing him of a Ring, 3 -. in Money, a Pair 
of Silver Buttons, and other things of ſmall 
value, that were proved againſt them. 
When returning to the place of Durance, 
during the reſpite they became very ſenſible 
of their latter end, as being concious they 
were Guilty of many Crimes which had 
provoked Ala'ighty God, to give them vp 
to this which had worked their overthrow. 
Garce/ 5 declared he had formerly been ac- 
quainted with many perſons of Evil Fame, 


who had inticed him to commit Wickedneſs 
in a high degree, but growing poor and 
ſomewhat in debt, he Litted bimſelt a Sonl- 
dier, but then becoming . acquaiit.ced with 
one John Crlewood as he lay in the Savoy, 
who often came to viſit him, and aftcr di- 
vers diſcourſes, perſwaded him to go with 
him upon a Deſign he had in hand, which 
he conſening to, he revealed the buſineſs 
and together they went, EficCting the Rob- 
bery before mentioned, but attempting the 
like on an other perſon he was wounded, 
at what time notwithſtanding O..rcalcck ca. 
ryed him off, and got one Mir —— a Chi- 
rurgeon to dreſs his Wounds. As tor his 
Birth ani Education he confeſſed it was 
mean and that he was brought up to 
nc profeſſion, but in I:s Youth he de- 
lighted to havat places where evil Com- 
pany reſortea, Caming ani Drinking was 
much his prattice a3n.! that he had been in 
Loxdon a great part of his L' tetime being now 
about Twenty yea Sof Ate; he faid he had 
delerved Death. buc it he imight live he ho- 
ped 10 amend and © God hd tHven him 
grace to ſte his tvily © He belriica himlelf 
with much m<ckneſs ai. Humniity vet an- 
{wered cheartully to ſuch quettions as were 
asked him. 

David Out: neck, acknowledped he had 
been Inſtrumental in drawit g in Ga: dner and 
that lumſclf had adviied with one Colwood to 
Tamper with him, that he likewiſe was a 
Solaier Born at Fife in Sc:r/and and that he 
had for ſome time been under the command 
ot Capt. Mer, but his Pay bing inſuHici- 
ent to mainrain his extr4 vegancy and he not 
being capable of any Handy craft Imploy- 
ment, he had hcarkned to evil Council : 
He ſav the Thief and conſented to him ; that 
is he went with Gardner and Col rood and aid- 
ed them in the unlaw ful cnterprize, but that 
he was but a Yonng beginner, this being the 
firſt Fat of tha: nature, though in other 
kinds he had been a notorious Sinner, leaving 
his cwn Country where he might have liv'd 
wel', to ramble abroad, whcre he met with 
Company whoſe ways ſeemed pleaſant ro 
him at firft, but now he tound tho End was 
was bittrymſs ; he appeared much dejetted 
and ſecmed to have a throuzh Sen'e of the 
Condition wv herein he was and was oblerved 
ro be ſludious in things that concerned his lat 
ter End, being Aged Thirty Ycars. 

Fourth, YVillam Crttle baving, recei- 
ved Sentence of Death for breaking divers 
Locks in a Houſe, he enrered to ſte] the 
which appcare4 againſt him, and upon his 
Return to Newgate he was wondcrous ſenti- 
ple of his Sins, imploring mercy at the Hands

of his maker and deſireing all to be warn'd by 
his hard fate, which he had drawn _ him- 
ſelf by keeping bad Company which be had 
fallen early into : By Trade he ſaid he was a 
Shooe maker and honeftly followed his Occu- 
pation tor ſome time, but tin ling a more ca- 
fie way of living as he then thought ( but 
now is too late ſenfible ot his miltake ) he 
negleted his Imploy ani followed the ad- 
vice of thoſe leuJ perſons that had broughr 
him to ruin. As for the place of his Birth 
he ſaid it was Shord:tch and that his Patents 
had uled many means to. reclaum him , but 
helitrle hearkned to their reproofs the w hich 
if he had done he verily belicves he had not 
come to this untimely end. 

Fifth, YSams:! Smith received Sentence, 
for Fe'onicully breaking and entering tlc 
Hoc of W1ll:am Freeman, and taking thence 
2 parcel of Goods on the 9 th. of Apr: laſt. 
As for his Be'taviour in N-:»2ate after his 
Coademnation, i: appeared very Neck and 
Humble, he tinding now that he could ex 
peCt no mercy; he ſaid he was once a Trunck- 
maker in Shooe-Len and that he was Burn in 
Themes-ſtreet and had lived in ſome Renut 
tation, but being d-lu1.d4 by a Coacthman, 
he had conſented to chelc evil Pract.ces, mult 
necellirily end in ſhine : |:c laid he had been 
brought up very well and might have cont- 
nued happy had lie kept to lis Imrloymear, 
bur ſince whac was pz't could not be recalled, 
all he had now to do was to entrea: .'ie Al. 
mighty to be mercitulto his poor S021 : He 
ſaid I: was put an Apprentice at Seventcen 
Years Old and now was Twenty fix, and 
muſt be cut of in the Flower of lis [ays. 

Sixth, James Latchford, being C mn- 


ed for (tcaliny a ſv ord, or being in Confedra- * 


cite with him thar ſtole it, by joltliag [homes 
Burg the owner as he paſſed through L# ap ate, 
on the 2516. of Aprilin the Evening, and for 
winch unon his being apprehended, he had 
promiled Reſtitution tho? the ſword was not 
found in his Poſſeſſion, nor has fince been 
heard of ; but finding himſelf in a deplorable 
Condition, he much lamented his paſt /1l- 
ſpent Life; ſaying, hc had been a greacÞhreak- 
er of the $::6ath and regardleſs of Gods wor- 
ſhip given up to divers prophane ways and 
un-chriſtian-lire Expreſſions, which had as 
fe nearly b-licved, incenſed the Majeſty of 
Heaven co lay this affliction upon him : He 
ſaid he was born at Bo/ron in aan (hy but 
ſent up Young to London, where: his indul- 
gent Parents had pruvided a Maſter of a Ship, 
co entertain him as an Apprentice, but he 
ttayed not lcng with him e're he was wea- 


ry of that Imployment, and by his own and other miſchiefs, by Callwoed ( yet untaken)
